2. I am the inventor of U.S. Patent Application No. 1 0/767,360. 

3. On information and belief, the microorganism YM-2-23 disclosed in this 
application was deposited on August 20, 2001, under the provisions of the Budapest 
Treaty at the International Patent Organism Depository, National Institute of Advanced 
Industrial Science and Technology, located at Central 6, 1-1-1 Higashi, Tsukuba, 
Ibaraki, Japan, and assigned Accession No. FERM BP-8417. 

4. On information and belief, the International Patent Organism Depository 
has acquired the status of International Depository Authority within the meaning of the 
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Budapest Treaty on the International Recognition of the Deposit of Microorganisms for 
the Purposes of the Patent Procedure.
